My concerns are numerous in allowing this proposal to proceed, especially in 
regard to my proposed usage. I am designing a linked system in the Amateur 
Service, which as part of it, the 33cm band is integral. It will also involve the US 
Forest Service granting me at least one electronic site to minimize both latency 
and expense to incorporate these links. I seek to implement a mesh, analog voice 
network to link existing repeaters in eastern and southern Wyoming, primarily in 
the UHF bands, using the 33cm band for links, with the primary goal of 
operation outside of the internet. Unlike existing 70cm UHF links in another area 
of my state, this band likely won't be overloaded with existing digital signals of 
significant power, having caused harmful interruptions and presented challenges 
to another repeater association in both central and Big Horn mountain regions. 
Linking antennas are roughly half the size for equivalent purposes in this band, 
certainly helpful for the extreme windy and snow/ice conditions experienced 
here. 


Complicating matters, refer to 97.303(n)(3) which covers portions of my state 
and intended operations in the southern portion of the proposed mesh, I must be 
mindful of proposed operations and plan accordingly. Going through the 
proposal, at this point, I've seen no cross-reference in regard to how present 
government usage near the band edges, especially the mobile uplinks in the first 
5 Mhz, can be protected by this proposal, some which are specifically excluded 
from present Amateur use. 


On a personal level outside the Amateur hobby, I continue to own and favor 
usage of landline telephones using 33cm technologies and reside under 2 miles 
from Interstate 25, a major thoroughfare which this proposed technology would 
use. I reside on 40 acres, portions in line-of-sight from the highway, the phone is 
capable of coverage through nearly all my property. 


I have designed one particular antenna, a wideband log periodic for use 
throughout this band. Allowing this proposal to continue could well affect my 
ability to use what I've spent time toward usage. 


To conclude, this ARRL member strongly agrees with reasons given by the 
League, especially in regard to the literally millions of unlicensed devices in this 
band, and discourages 24-240 to proceed any further.
